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Committee Divided on Gamp Grayling 


Five members of the 11-member 
Camp Grayling Management Ad- 
visory Committee (CGMAC) ap- 
pointed by Governor Blanchard 
have published a minority report 
which disagrees with major recom- 
mendations in the earlier CGMAC 
report. 

The 12-page minority report, re- 
leased Saturday, Jan. 28, offers dif- 
ferent opinions on the proposed 
Multi-Purpose Range Complex 
(MPRC), the proposed air assault 
strip, and the powers of a civilian 
oversight committee. 

All together the minority report 
suggests deleting 8 of the 43 recom- 
mendations in the original CGOMAC 
report and changing 9 others. The 
minority report was written by 
CGMAC members Ross Fowler, 
Blair Bedient, Lloyd Stahl, Eliza- 
beth Wieland, and Geraldine Gur- 
zenda. 

-MPRC 

On the MPRC the minority report 
says it should be built. ‘‘So long as 
the MPRC meets the requirements 
of federal and state laws (Particu- 
larly the Installation Compatible 
Use Zone (ICUZ) and the Environ- 
mental Impact Statement (EIS) 
programs) it represents an im- 
provement over current Range 30 
conditions, will bring millions of 
dollars to the region, and should be 
built,’’ the minority report says. 

The original CGMAC report 
recommended further study on the 
MPRE and investigation of relo- 
cating the MPRC. It also recom- 


. mended installing a full laser sys- 


tem before using the MPRC. 
AIR ASSAULT STRIP 
The minority report also said the 
guard's choice for locating a pro- 
posed air assault strip should be 
accepted. The minority report 
recommendation was ‘‘Construct 
the Air Assault strip only if it satis- 
fies the requirements of the EIS 
and ICUZ programs.”’ 
The original CGMAC report said 


consideration of construction of the 
air assault strip should be post- 
poned until Jan. 1, 1890, at which 
time the guard shall have demon- 
strated the need for the project to 
the satisfaction of the civilian over- 
sight committee and identified an 
alternative location. 

The minority report also recom- 
mends the civilian committee ap- 
pointed should be advisory and not 
an oversight committee with 
authority to approve construction 
of new projects and direct camp 
operations. The minority report 
said creating an oversight commit- 
tee would just be adding a fourth 
layer of management, a step in the 
wrong direction of trying to sim- 
plify lines of command and control. 

The minority report siso recom- 
mended restricting the dropping of 
live 500-pound bombs on the air-to- 
ground range to not more than 12 
days per year. The original 
CGMAC report recommendation 
was ‘Restrict the use of 500-pound 
bombs to the Michigan National 
Guard and allow use only to other 
states as proportionate to recipro- 
cal training activities. 

8-INCH HOWITZERS 

The minority report also changed 
a recommendation on the use of 8- 
inch howitzers. The minority 


. report suggested ‘‘Request Senator 


Levin encourage the Department 
of the Army to approve the conver- 
sion of its 8-inch howitzers to 
155mm, give priority in the con- 
version to 8-inch howitzer units that 
train at Camp Grayling, and insure 
the Michigan’s 8-inch battalion's 
force is not transferred to another 
state.” 

The original C@MAC recommen- 
dation was '‘Cease use of the exist- 
ing range for eight-inch artillery 
and convert existing Michigan 8- 
inch artillery units to 155mm or 
smaller artillery units by Jan. 1, 
1992.”’

Guard Agrees To 
Cut Range Noise 


Major General Vernon J. An- 
drews, the Adjutant General of 
Michigan and Director of the De- 
partment of Military Affairs, has 
announced plans to implement 
many of the recommendations of 
the Camp Grayling Management 
Advisory Committee. 

“I was very pleased with the 
Committee’s conclusions that the 


Guard was obeying all environ- 


mental laws, had not harmed the 
AuSable or Manistee Rivers, nor 
area property values. We agree 
with the Committee members that 
the basic issue is training noise’’, 
said General Andrews. 

As Commander of the Michigan 
Army and Air National Guard, 
General Andrews said he would re- 
quire all tank and howitzer units 
training at Camp Grayling to: 

— cease firing three hours after 
sunset and not begin firing again 
until sunrise. According to An- 
drews, this would reduce night 
firing time by 50%. 

~ cease firing from 4:00 p.m. 
Friday through sunrise Tuesday on 
the holiday weekends of Memorial! 
Day, Fourth of July, and Labor 
Day and the opening weekend of 
the trout fishing season (the last 
Saturday in April). 

The General also agreed with the 
Committee that the Camp Grayling 
Commander would permit excep- 
tions to these rules only with 
justification of need and lack of via- 
bie alternatives. 

General Andrews said similar 
‘quiet times’’ would also be ob- 
served by jet aircraft using the 
Camp Grayling's air-to-ground 
range. Additionally, he would re- 
strict the dropping of live 500-pound 
bombs on the range to only 12 days 
per year. 


‘These limitations certainly will 
have an impact on our training”, 
said General Andrews, ‘‘but it's a 
compromise we want to make to 
help our neighbors. Frankly, I 
didn’t think we could accept such 
drastic cuts and still be able to 
meet the federal governments 
training requirements, but my 
staff believes they have found 4 
way.” 

To minimize noise complaints, 
restrictions are also placed on hell- 
copter pilots. The Federal Aviation 
Administration requires helicop- 
ters flying inside or outside Camp 
Grayling’s borders’ only to 
‘operate safely’’. The army raises 
sets a minimum altitude of 300 feet. 


General Andrews will require 
pilots operating out of Camp Gray- 
ling, when outside Camp 


Grayling’'s borders, to stay at least 
500’ above the ground. In order to 
provide low altitude flight training, 
there are no set minimums for 
flights over the military reserva- 
tion itself. 

To help identify pilots who may 
fly below these minimums, all heli- 
copters flying out of Camp Gray- 
ling will have numbers painted on 
their undersides. These ‘‘buzz num- 
bers’ are to be used by citizens 
when calling the Camps dedicated 
complaint ‘‘hotline’’ 

‘IT have also directed my staff to 
speed up their work on developing 
a formal training agreement. Any 
unit training at Camp Grayling will 
be required to sign the agreement 
and abide by its terms. Like many 
of the Committee’s recommenda- 
tions, this one suggests something 
we already have underway but 
need to be implementing faster’, 
said General Andrews.

Prosecutor Calls Shooting 
‘Justifiable Homicide’ 


The shooting death of Edward 
LaMotte on Jan. 10 was a justifi- 
able homicide, said John B. Huss, 
Crawford County Prosecuting At- 
torney, in a 12-page report released 
last week. 

Two police officers said they shot 
at the same time at LaMotte as he 
aimed a shotgun at them after 
threatening to kill them. Two 
Civilian eyewitnesses support the 
police officers’ account of the in- 
cident. 

In the prosecutor's report, Craw- 
ford County Sheriff deputy Richard 
Meyer, Jr., said he was dispatched 
to 402 Elm St. and waa advised that 
a man with a shotgun was walking 
down the street. He said he arrived 
at the scene immedlately behind 
Grayling City Police officer Robert 
Butzin and got out of his patrol car 
with the department issued 12- 
gauge shotgun. Meyer said he look- 
ed west down Elm Street and saw a 
man approaching them with a gun. 
Meyer warned Butzin who was by a 
car parked In the driveway at 402 
Elm. 

Meyer said he crouched down be- 
hind the city patrol car and yelled 
‘Police, put the shotgun down on 
the ground,''

The man appeared to then open 
his shotgun and load it, Meyer said, 
as he walked toward the officers. 
The officers both yelled to the man 
to halt and drop the gun. Butzin 
said he told the man twice to drop 
his gun and then he warned him to 
freeze or he would shoot, identify- 
ing himself as a police officer. 

As the man got within 50 feet of 

the patrol car Meyer ducked be- 
hind the car, crawled toward the 
front of the car, and rose up laying 
the shotgun across the hood of the 
patrol car pointing at LaMotte. 
Meyer said the man had not seen 
him craw) forward and was still 
pointing the gun at the trunk of the 
car. When Meyer again ordered the 
man to drop his weapon, the report 
says he turned with the shotgun 
still on his shoulder and aimed it at 
the direction toward Meyer. 

Butzin said at that point he be- 
lieved the man was going to shoot 
deputy Meyer and he shot his .367 
Magnum revolver once at the man 
just as deputy Meyer fired his shot- 
gun.

The prosecutor concluded in his 
report that when LaMotte inten- 
tionally aimed the shotgun at the 
officers and threatened to kill 
them, he was committing a 
felony.

Mr. LaMotte, by ignoring and 
resisting the lawful commands of 
the officers and advancing toward 
them while aiming the weapon, left 
those officers with no option other 
than the use of deadly force,’’ the 
prosecutor’s report said.

PRESIDENT GEORG® Bush is 
off to a great start in his responsi- 
bilities as 41st President of the 
United States.

That may be true. But this new 
president did indeed take the op- 
portunity to cite the problems of 
the homeless, drugs, crime, unwed 
mothers, partisan dissension, the 
deficit. 

And he took the opportunity to 
call for unselfishness, moral goals, 
principles, patriotism, volun- 
tarism, values, generosity. 

Of course, the specifics come 
later. But if George Bush will face 
the problems he cited with the re- 
sources he cited, he may just turn 
out to be quite a president after all. 


Notes from the Woods 


January 16 — Martin Luther 
King Day — came and went with- 
out much fanfare in northern Mich- 
igan, unless you read the downstate 
newspapers and watched the tele- 
vised national newscasts. 

So Dave and I had our own pri- 
vate mini-celebration. We played a 
videotape he bought, which fea- 
tured the human rights march on 
Washington, King’s magnificent 
and historic ‘‘I Have a Dream’’ 
speech, and other civil rights 
events which took place in 1963. 

I dug out a paper that I had writ- 
ten in seventh grade, entitled 
“Civil Rights.’’ My bibliography in- 
cluded the Detroit Free Press, 
Reader’s Digest, Saturday Even- 
ing Post, Time and U.S. News and 
World Report, and most of the 
paper reads as though I borrowed 
shamelessly from my five sources. 

The last page, ‘‘My Views on the 
Civil Rights Bill,’’ obviously con- 
tains my own words, because they 
are misspelled, unsupported by 
fact and youthfully hyperbolic. 

In part I wrote, ‘‘In my opion 
(sic), the people who are filibuster- 
ing the Civil-Rights Bill and those 
who don’t want it to be passed are 
obviously atheists and don’t believe 
in a democratic government.’’ Al- 
though the sentiment was well- 
intended, the style did not show any 
evidence that many years later the 
folks at the Avalanche would see fit 
to print my cccasional writing. 

The major part of our celebra- 
tion, which we extended to last the 


entire month of January, was to. 


read a novel by an author whose 
story and sentiment and style are 
glorious. We both read Beloved by 
Toni Morrison. 

If you have the time or inclina- 
tion to read only one book in the en- 
tire year of 1989, you would do well 
to choose this one, the fifth novel of 
the immensely gifted Morrison. 

We sort of stumbled upon 
Beloved. In September of 1987, 
Newsweek's Walter Clemons gave 
it a two-page review, which Dave 
noticed. He bought a hardback 
copy for his mother, the leading 


. reader of our family, for Christ- 


mas. She passed it on to me. I read 
it last January, and reread it this 
year with Dave. 

Beloved is a novel that must be 
passed from one family member to 
another, from friend to friend, 
from reader to fellow reader. It is 
an experience to be shared. We dis- 
cussed it at the January meeting of 
our book club, where - unlike most 
of the books we read - it received 
unanimous approval, One member, 
an avid reader, told me that it was 
the best book she has ever read for 
book club, maybe even the best 
book she ever read in her life. 

To tell you the story of Beloved 
would be to ruin your reading of it. 
But I will teil you a bit so that you 
do not enter the reading experience 
unprepared: 

It is a story of slavery. A married 
couple, Sethe and Halle, plan to run 
away from a brutal owner after 
sending their three other children 
ahead of themselves. A pregnant

Sethe and her three older children 
make it to her mother-in-law’s 
home in Cincinnati. Her husband 
does not. 

It is a story of motherhood. Her 
fourth child is born on the way. Af- 
ter one month of freedom, her own- 
er comes to take Sethe and her 
children back. Rather than allow 
them to return, she kills one, a 
daughter. She is stopped before 
killing the others. 

It is a story of ghosts. Beloved, 
the dead baby girl, literally haunts 
the house for 18 years. When her 
spirit is driven from the house, she 
takes on a human form. 

It is a story of memories. Libera- 
tion from slavery did not liberate 
Sethe from the memories, the 
ghosts, the scars from her years in 
Slavery. 

It is a story of family. Or lack of 
family. The absolute dissolution of 
the black family was a condition of 
slavery. Sethe never knew her 
father, saw her mother only twice. 
She wanted her children saved 
from slavery, with even death pre- 
ferable. 

It is a story of morality. Sethe is 
driven to make her daughter 
Beloved understand why she killed 
her. The reader may not agree wth 
Sethe's choice, but we understand 
her motivation. 

Morrison based her novel on an 
actual news event she had read 
years before about an escaped 
Slave who killed her children 
rather then allow them to he re- 
captured, then showed little re- 


morse afterward. 

She forces us all to look at that 
shameful part of our American his- 
tory. At its best, slavery was in- 
humane. At its worst, it was devas- 
tatingly brutal for all involved. 
Permitting slavery to exist in a so- 
called free society forced whites in- 
to a belief system with vestiges 
that continues to infect, haunt and 
demean our country today, more 
than a century after the practice 
was outlawed. 

How far have we come? In 1963, 
Martin Luther King still had to ask 
us to let freedom ring, ‘‘from every 
village and hamlet, from every 
state and city,”’ so that ‘‘we will be 
able to speed up the day when all of 
God’s children — black men and 
white men, Jews and Gentiles, 
Catholics and Protestants — will be 
able to join hands and ‘to sing... 
‘Free at last, free at last: thank 
God Almighty, we are free at last.”’ 
Several years later, a white man 
killed him, 

We need to read books such as 
Toni Morrison’s Beloved. We need 
to listen to Martin Luther King’s 
words. We need to celebrate his 
birthday. We must never forget 
about slavery. We must continue 
the struggle for civil rights for 
everyone.

Audit Criticizes Welfare Error 
Controls, M.O.S.T. Savings Claim 


Michigan’s basic welfare pro- 
gram, which faces a potential $110 
million in federal error rate sanc- 
tions, continues to be inadequately 
monitored by the Department of 
Social Services, said a state audit 
released recently. 

The report by Auditor General 
Franklin Pinkelman also criticized 
the department for overstating by 
$86.8 million the savings of a popu- 
lar employment/job training pro- 
gram for welfare recipients. 

The audit covered operations 
from March 1, 1981 through Decem- 
ber 31, 1987 for the eligibility con- 
trols for the Aid to Families with 
Dependent Children and _ food 
stamp programs, and the Michigan 
Opportunity Skills Training pro- 
gram, which was established in 
1984. 

The audit said $116.97 million was 
mispaid in the AFDC, food stamp 
and Medicaid programs in 1986-87, 
and recommended the department 
identify mispayments in the state- 
funded General Assistance pro- 
gram as well. 

The audit said inadequate con- 
trols in the central administration 
and lack of accountability at all or- 
ganization levels in the welfare 
program has been a major problem 
in the department’s ability to meet 
the federal requirement for AFDC 
error rates of no more than 3 per- 
cent and food stamp rates no great- 
er than § percent. 

Michigan’s latest AFDC error 
rate was 5.03 percent. 


The audit said the Office of 
Quality Assurance does not suffi- 
ciently classify errors to identify 
underlying causes and related in- 
ternal control weakness. it also 
lacks a monitoring systern to en- 
sure local offices implement cor- 
rective action plans or a process to 
evaluate successful error reduction 
methods, according to the report. 

It said the department could not 
even identify the extent to which 
350 full-tame employee positions 
assigned to error rate reduction 
actually contribute to that effort. 

In a review of 118 case file audits 
by the. Office of Quality Assurance 
which identified 171 errors, the 
state audit found 109 were caused 
by the agency, almost all of them 
preventable if the department had 
established an adequate system of 
internal control. 

Of the agency-caused errors, 38 
percent were due to incorrect ap- 
plication of department policies. 
The department has in the mean- 
time hired a consulting firm to 
identify department fiscal and ad- 
ministrative control processes and 
recommend changes to eliminate 
current weaknesses. 

It also found 88 percent occurred 
at Initial stages of processing (such 
as verifying client-reported infor- 
mation and obtaining adequate 
documentation), 45 percent oc- 
curred when processing benefit 
changes to ongoing cases (because 
income updates were not made or 
changes in rents were not 
verified); and 58 percent of the 94 
which required immediate re- 
covery were not entered into the re- 


' Base, 


coupment system, with another 48 
percent entered inaccurately. 

It recommended a stronger mon- 
itoring system to evaluate the error 
reduction efforts; combine plan- 
ning for all programs to ensure a 
proper assessment of errors com- 
mon to such assistance programs; 
a checklist of actions assistance 
payments workers take for each 
case; additional control over 
manual operations performed by 
workers. 

Other recommendations in- 
cluded local office supervisors re- 
view and approve eligibility trans- 
actions on a sample basis; the DSS 
develop clearly written proce- 
dures; the DSS strengthen policies 
to ensure local offices correct er- 
rors found by the OQA; the DSS 
specifically define shelter verifica- 
tion requirements providing ac- 
curate documentation. 

Karen Smith, DSS spokesperson, 
said, ‘‘Our goal is to reach the 
federal tolerance level, but we’re 
not alone. Nearly all the states re- 
main above the federal sanction 
rate at this time.”’ 

Department officials, criticizing 
the errer rate goals as un-reason- 
able, earlier this year said 90 per- 
cent of the states face sanctions. No 
state has yet suffered sanctions, 
and Congress has extended a mora- 
torium on imposing the penalties. 

Smith also said DSS Director C. 
Patrick Babcock has established 
an Office of Quality Improvement 
and a quality assurance team, 
which he heads, strengthen error 
rate reduction efforts, and has 
hired a chief financial officer 
whose first responsibility will be to 
assess internal controls regarding 
error rates. 

As for the MOST program, the 
audit said the DSS in 1987 im- 
properly claimed $72 million in wel- 
fare savings because they involved 
clients who found jobs but were not 
involved in the program. 

It also said the department 
should have included $14.8 million 
in indirect costs to the $40 million in 
direct costs of the program. 

The audit said the department 
should improve its planning 
process to better evaluate the pro- 
gram’s success, and said it could 
not determine how effective it is be- 
cause of lack of reliable data. The 
department reportedly is in the 
process of conducting a study for 
that purpose. 

The audit also recommended the 
department evaluate the impact of 
other government employment 
programs on DSS recipients, ex- 
pand its system for sharing infor- 
mation of successful and unsuc- 
cessful county programs, evaluate 


availability of child care services: 


for clients, evaluate the bidding 
process to encourage more bidders 
to participate, conduct a_ cost- 
benefit analysis, and establish 


county-by-county accounts for allo- ” 


cations and expenditures. 

The audit said the department 
has not made full use of targeted 
job tax credits— a federal credit to 
employers of 40 percent of the first 
$6,000 in wages to a new em- 
ployee--to assist MOST clients ob- 
tain jobs.

To gas transportation and sales customers of 
Michigan Consolidated Gas Company 


On January 11, 1989, Michigan Consolidated 
Gas Company (MichCon) filed an application for 
authorization and approval of tariff changes to 
allocate take-or-pay costs and excess pipeline 
costs (EPC) to its gas transportation customers. 
That application was filed pursuant to the direc- 
tion of the Commission contained in its Order 
dated December 22, 1988, in Case Nos. U-8635, 
U-8812, and U-8854. In that order, the Commis- 
sion required MichCon to caption its application 
in conjunction with its Gas Cost Recovery (GCR) 
Plan Case No, U-9174, to indicate that the pro- 
ceeding would involve its GCR Plan in addition 
to the review of the calculation of the take-or-pay 
costs and excess pipeline costs to be assessed. On 
January 18, 1989, MichCon filed an amended 
application. 

ichCon is a Michigan corporation with 
rincipal offices at 500 Griswold Street, Detroit, 
Michigan, and is engaged in the distribution, 
sale, and transportation of natural gas to 
approximately one million residential, commer- 
ciel and industrial customers in Michigan. 

In its amended application in this matter, 
MichCon proposes to allocate take-or-pay costs 
between its sales and appropriate transporta- 
tion customers on a purely volumetric basis in 
the year in which it is billed those costs by its 
ipelinie suppliers. 

MichCon proposes to include take-or-pay 
costs allocated to sales classes as an element in 
its GCR factor. For calendar year 1989, MichCon 
estimates that the take-or-pay costs to be 
recovered from all GCR volumes will amount to 
approximately $30 million or 80% of the total 
take-or-pay costs billed in 1989. 

With respect to the take-or-pay costs allocated 
to the transportation customers, MichCon pro- 
poses to defer them initially, and to collect those 
costs through a uniform increase of approx- 
imately 15¢ per thousand cubic feet (Mcf) 
applicable to the recently approved T-1 and T-2 
transportation charges and tariffs. Under this 
proposal, T-1 charges would be 60.2¢ per Mcf 
while the T-2 range would be between 23¢ and 
97.4¢ per Mcf. MichCon proposes that the esti- 
mated 15¢ per Mef increase in its T-1 and T-2 
tariffs become effective upon the date of the 
Commission's Final Order in this proceeding and 
continue in effect until all take-or-pay costs allo- 
cated to transportation customers, plus appro- 
priate carrying costs, are recovered. MichCon 
estimates ‘that this increase in transportation 
rates would be in effect for approximately five 
years. 

MichCon further proposes to exempt its coal 
displacement, off-system, intermediate, inter- 
utility and long-term contract volumes from any 
allocation or assessment of take-or-pay costs. 

MichCon requests authority to implement an 
EPC charge of up to 10¢ per Mcf, as required. At 
present, however, MichCon proposes no EPC 
charge inasmuch as it estimates that a reason- 
able supply and requirements balance will be 
achioed.

Set 
aside; do not refrigerate. Scald 
milk. Dissolve unflavored gelatin 
in the cold water and add to milk.

CREWS MOVING TONS OF 
SNOW FROM ICE RINKS 


Conditions Ideal For Winter Pastime 

While snows descended in fleecy flakes, 
_ crews of men were kept busy at the Winter 

Sports park keeping the big ice rink clear for the 
skaters. Literally tons of ‘‘the beautiful’’ had to 
be cleared from the ice surfaces and carted 
away. ‘ 

While this was keeping the park crews busy, 
skiers were in the heighth of their glory, with ski 
trails deep with snow — skiing was ideal. And 
snowshoe enthusiasts were taking long hikes 
over the hills and thru the valleys in the terrain 
of hills surrounding the winter park. 

Visitors to the park this year will find many 
improvements. The three or four-year remodel- 
ing plan that is being carried out by the federal 
and state park commissions is being put thru by 
a crew of about 200 workmen. This has been in. 
operation since early last summer. The new 
skating rink will be several times larger than the 
one in use and when completed will give the park 
one of the greatest skating areas anywhere in 
America. This will not all be ready for use this 
season. It requires thousands of feet of additional 
plumbing and much more snow removing ma- 
chinery before the complete new set-up would be 
ready for use. However the present rink is still 
larger and finer than any other in Michigan. | 

The old 65-foot ski-jump that crashed in a re- 
cent storm will be replaced next season by one 90 
feet in heighth. 


Snow Trains Due Sunday 

Two snow trains from Detroit are scheduled 
for next Sunday. They will arrive here shortly af- 
ter noon and remain for four hours. The local 
committee is all set for their reception and, if the 
present fine weather continues, the crowd is 
assured of a big time. 

Busses will be at the depot to transport the 
crowds to the winter park and also to bring them 
back in time for their trains. 

A large crowd is looked for from Detroit and 
from intervening stations, as well as many who 
will come. by auto. The conveniences for caring 
for large crowds are excellent in every way. 

Visitors may wonder why there are so many 
large stones piled near the north end of the 
skating rink. In explanation, they will comprise 
the foundation for the new club house. This will 
be equipped with large lounging and observation 
room, and large, roomy rest rooms for men and 
women. 

Three toboggan siides are in operation. 
Metal for other slides is expected soon when 
more slides will be added. 

The annual winter carnival is scheduled for 
the week of Feb. 10, 11 and 12th when a new win- 
ter queen will be chosen and coronated.

The judging was held at the courthouse with 
the following acting as judges: C.J. Davis, 
Detroit; Norman E. Butler, Miss Mildred Tows- 
ley, Mrs. John Wade and Mrs. Burton Welte, 
‘Grayling .. Of the six girls invited to be candi- 
dates, Miss Frances was chosen, with the re- 
maining five forming the court, Miss Pauline 
Merrill, maid-in-waiting, Misses Roberta Austin, 
Norberta Weiss, Hazel Wilkins and Gloria La- 
Motte. 

Miss Frances, a pretty blonde is an ail- 
around outdoor girl; she skates well, and is in the 
heighth of her glory when spinning down a slide 
on a toboggan. She graduated with the 1938 class 
from Grayling High School and sirice has been 
employed as bookkeeper at the Grayling Dairy. 

Composing the Queen’s committee, who 
have entire charge of this feature of Grayling 
Winter Sports are Mrs. Stanley Stealy, chair- 
man; Mrs. Frank Bond, Mrs. William Hill, Miss 
Margrethe Bauman, Mrs. Emil Giegling, Miss 
Hleanor Tumath. 

Queen Frances Entsminger and associate 
queen Pauline Merrill and their court made their 
first public appearance last Sunday. Their first 
responsibility was to receive and welcome Queen 
Rebecca Lord of Michigan State College and the 
members of the student special Sunday noon. 
There were 270 students on the train, among 
whom were Bill Joseph and John Henry Peter- 
son, Grayling students. 

Lovely Elinor Pappel was elected Bay City’s 
snow queen while on the snow train enroute to 
Grayling Sunday. Six other charming Bay City 
girls make up her court. 


Gosh, but that west wind was piercing 
around the M.C. depot at about the time the 
trains arrived. But that didn’t seem to intimidate 
those groups of young people. ‘‘That’s what we 
came for’’ one girl was heard to say. The wind 
moderated later in the day. 
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‘The toboggan slides were so fast in 1939 they feared some 
people might not be able to breathe on the way down. 


Winter Sports Notes 


Nearly 4,000 toboggan rides were had last 
Sunday at Grayling winter park. The tracks 
were in the heighth of perfection. The use of only 
three slides has kept many people waiting in line 
for their turns. This limitation is because of the 
change in construction of the other three tracks 
to metal sidewalls. With those completed the up- 
keep of the slides will be less in cost and also 
more quickly reconstructed in cases of. wash- 
outs. 


The big skating rink at the winter park was 
never better and the skate fans were inspired to 
do their stuff. There were many clever fancy 
skaters among the groups. 


And those toboggan slides — the sleds 
actually had to be slowed up for fear some might 
not be able to breathe, the speed was so terrific. 
The start was thrilling; at about a quarter way 
down one would wish he wasn’t there; by the 
time the toboggan reached the end of the run, the 
rider was ready to say, ‘“‘let’s do it again.”’ 


A snowstorm Saturday afternoon with flakes 
nearly as large as maple leafs was the most 
beautiful of the season. These huge fiakes folded 
down into piles as gracefully as may be 
imagined. 


With rising temperature and south eaves 
dripping, winter sports officials wondered 
whether the weatherman was going to do them 
wrong again for the week-end. By morning the 
weather changed and, except for a piercing 
wind, the weather was ideal for winter sports.

Ice Throne Is Masterpiece 


At the first view of the ice 
throne one is struck with amaze- 
ment at its grandeur. A half 
igloo, in shell shape, 15 feet in 
heighth in the center, is formed 
of clear ice. The purple throne 
is supported on each side by 
chairs for the queen’s court otf: 
honor, also colored in purple. Be- 
fore it spreads a teco piaza 
reached by three steps 73 feet in 
length. Two large military figures 
ten feet high, wearing bright 
blue uniforms, stand guard, each 
helding a spear. Three-feet hign 
baulstrades of ice flank the en- 
trance to the sheli, before which 
are pink figures representing gar- 
goyles. Blue and re’ spotlights, | 
recessed in the tce, are focused 
on the figures and shell, and blue 
lights concealed behind the 
throne and chairs, shine thru the 
clear ice. 

Grayling winter park has never 
presented a more beautiful ice 
throne and those who have seen 
it will always remember its 
beauty and grandeur. It 1s 
especially beautiful at night, re- 
vealing its lighted effect. This 
tiers of artistry ic tye work of 
John Deckrow, wno has been the 
architect for Grayling’s winter 
parks ever since winter spores 
have been held here—i5 yearn, 
While the plan is his, much of the 
plain work was done by WPA 
laborers. The finishing touches 
and ice carving was done by 
Deckrow. It is interesting w 
watch him work and see a solid 
piece of ice being formed into a 
handsome ice throne. This worx 
he does mostly with a small, 
sharp hatchet. His genius deserv- 
es the highest praise. This dbeaut- 
ful piece of art is worthy of 
anyone's trip to Grayling just to 
see It.
